London, Nov. 29.—The British public 


is not inclined to grant the German 
contention that the Serbian campaign 
of the central powers has been brought 
10 a successful conclusion. The hope 
i? expressed here that the winter 
weather will give time for reinforce- 
ing the Anglo-French troops until they 
are strong enough to resume the of- 
'^r.sive before the invaders have con- 
.flolidated their positions in Serbia. 
Russia also is counted on to play a 
part in these operations. 


In the meantime, the only active 
military operations seem to be center- 
ing around Monastir, 
the 
fate of 
which is obscure. The many contra- 
dictory reports on this subject vary 
from the assertion that the city is still 
in the hands o£ the Serbians to the 
claim that the Bulgarians accompan- 
ied by detachments of Austrians and 
Germans have occupied the city. 


Serbians Divide. 
Further to the north it is reported 
tho Serbian armies divided into two 
sections are retreating into Albania 
and Montenegro. It is not yet appar- 
ent whether Austro-German forces are 
to be sent against the Anglo-French 
lines, nor those of Saloniki, but at the 
other extreme of the Balkan front the 
Montenegrins are expecting a heavy 
attack from the Austrians. 
The entente ministers at Athens are 
said to have received the reply of 
Greece to their second note. Greece is 
reported to have promised to meet all 
demands which do not threaten to 
compromise her neutrality. 


Lull In Fighting. 
An unmistakable lull prevails along 
the western front. From the west 
come official reports of a lively air 
and sea skirmish off the Belgian coast.

NEGRO CONVICTED 
Of MURDER

HANGING IS PENALTY 


Death Penalty Is

Joliet, Nov. 29.—Joseph Campbell, 
negro convict, today was found guilty 
of murdering Mrs. Marie Odette Allen, 
wife of former Warden Allen, in the 
warden's apartment iu the state peni- 
tentiary. 
The verdict fixed the punishment at 
hanging, and was returned after forty- 
four hours' deliberation. 
x 


"We, the jury, find the defendant, 
Joseph Campbell, guilty of murder as 
charged in the indictment, and fix the 
punishment at hanging," was the ver- 
dict read in the court room which was 
crowded wit hthose eager to hear the 
outcome of the trial. 
Last night when the jury retired it 
was announced that only one was 
holding out against his eleven com- 
panions. 
The deliberations were resumed 
this morning and a unanimous verdict 
of guilty with a death penalty was 
reached. 
Campbell, who apparently had ex- 
pected at least a disagreement, ap- 
peared crushed by the verdict. 


Mrs. 
Allen, formerly a star of mu- 
sical comedy, was found murdered in 
her bed in the warden's suite of the 
state prison between the hours of flve 
and six o'clock on the morning of 
June 2 last. Her skull was fractured 
and body burned. Fire, by which the 
murderer is believed to have hoped 
to hide the evidences of his crime, 
was discovered before the body .was 
consumed. 
Campbell, a negro trusty, who tes- 
tified to the kindness of Allen and his 
wife to him, was serving an indeter- 
mined sentence for killing of Henry 
Stephana, a negro janitor, at Chica- 
go, November 10, 1913. 
Suspicion fell on Campbell because 
he was the last man known to have 
been in the Allen apartments. 
He 
said he took Mrs. Allen the morning 
paper an hour before the lire lead to 
the discovery of the crime, and then 
he took her pet dog for an airing. 
Warden Allen was absent at French 
Lick Springs at the time. Mrs. Allen 
would have accompanied him had new 
dresses on which she had set her 
heart been finished on time. 
The crime led to Mr. Allen's resig- 
nation as, warden, a position which 
was filled for many years by his 
father. 
Allen introduced the honor 
system into a prison and a testimon- 
ial from the convict for evidence that 
he was regarded by them as a helpful 
friend. •* However, he 
felt that he 
could not endure to live within the 
walls in the shadow of his bereave- 
ment, and as the law did not permit 
outside residence, he resigned and 
was succeeded by Michael Zimmer of 
Chicago. 
.Campbell's attorney moved for a 
new trial and December 20 was set 
for the ring on his motion. Counsel 
for the defense intimated they would 
carry the fight to the supreme court.

Held up for Present.

London, Nov. 29.—The official press 


bureau made the following statement 
today: 


"With reference to announcement 


from Ottawa on November 28 that 
the Canadian government had com- 
mandeered 16,000,000 bushels of wheat' 
at request of British government, the j 
board of agricultuer states the gov-' 
eminent has made no such request: 
and at present they have no informa- j 
tion on the .subject." 


Situation In Chicago. 


Chicago, Nov. 29.—Action by the 
Canadian government in commandeer- 
ing 
approximately twenty million' 
bushels of wheat is expected to result 
in only a brief and slight fluctuation 
in the American market, according to 
dealers in Chicago. 
The -market probably will not be 
appreciably affected, they declare, as 
none1 of the important dealers in Chi- 
cago, the center of the nation's wheat 
market, was involved, or in any way 
affected by the action. 
George B. Marcy, president of the 
Armour Grain company, and Joseph 
Rosenbaum, head 
of the J. Rosen- 
baum 
Grain 
company, two of the 
largest exporters here, are among 
those who do not look for any quick 
changes in prices. 
Mr. Marcy predicted that the Cana- 
dian government's action 
would re- 
lease greater quantities of wheat for 
immediate delivery and thereby bring 
about a drop, if anything, in prices. 
C. S. Canby, president of the Chi- 
cago bpa'rd of trade, would make no 
prediction further than to say the de- 
monds for wheat in the United States 
would be affected in proportion to the 
extent of Canadian seizures, and ac- 
cording to the disposition the govern- 
ment proposes to make of the grain, 
and the price it will pay. 
The action of the Canadian govern- 
ment is summed up in-an official'state^ 
ment issued, which in part says: 
Government's Statement. 
"The effect of the government pur- 
chases in the open market, such as 
were made by the different countries 
a year ago, is well known to the 
public. The market rises abnormally 
adding to the profit oJ grain, dealers 
and speculators who have purchased 
the grain which the government re- 
quires the advance in large amount of 
grain in-store, because the loss of the 
purchasing government and the profit 
not of the producers, but the owner 
of the stored grain. 
"To secure the 
desired end this 
year, the government determined to 
commandeer all numbers one, two and 
three northern wheat in store at head 
of the lakes and eastward." 


Prices Advance Slightly. 
There was no tendency toward a. 
flurry on the market today as a result 
of the Canadian government's action. 
Prices for wheat futures advanced 
slightly, the maximum rise being two 
cents for December. May wheat ad- 
vanced about 1%. cents. 
The mar- 
ket was fairly strong at the close of 
trading. Following is the record of 
prices: 
Wheat—Dec: Opening 1.05; high 
1.06; low 1.04%; closing 1.05%; May: 
Opening 1.07; high 1.08'%; low 1.06%; 
closing 1.08'%. 


Winnipeg Exchange Closed. 
Winnipeg, Nov. 29.—Suspension of

STATE CORN CROP 


SHOWS DECREASE 


OVER LAST YIELD 


Only Sixty Per Cent of Amount Har- 


vested In 1914.—Care Should be 


Used In Feeding New 


Corn. 


[SPECIAL TO THE GAZETTE] 


Madison, Wis., Nov. 29.—Wiscon- 


sin's 1915 corn crop is only sixty per 
cent, of the 1914 crop. The 1914 yield 
was about 70,000,000 bushels, while 
the 1915 crop is about 42,000,000 bush- 
els.But shortage is not the only bad 
feature of the 1915 crop. Breeders and 
stock owners must be careful in feed- 
ing this year's crop. 
State Veterinarian O. H. Eliason of 
the department of agriculture has sent 
out the following warning to stock- 
men: 
• "Farmers should .be careful in the 
'feeding of this year's corn and corn- 
stalks. Veterinarians are 
reporting 
considerable difficulty with horses af- 
fected with 'stomach staggers' as the 
result of feeding corn and cornstalks—

This morn- 
ng Attorney Roger Cunningham, rep- 
resenting Florence Churchill, had the 
irst panern signed by Judge George 
Grimm for the allowance of the amount 
stipulated by Judge Maxfleld, to be 
paid from the one' thousand dollars ap- 
>ropriated by the county board for the 
pensions. 
Mrs. Ida M. Granger, who the rec- 
ords show has,a small income from in- 
urance, and is the mother of six chil- 
dren below fourteen years of age, was 
granted twenty dollars a month by 
.he court. 
Mrs. Churchill was given 
twenty-five 
dollars a month. This 
mother, the evidence showed, was in 
poor health, dependent, and had three 
minor children. Mrs. Elizabeth O'Con- 
ner was allowed fifteen dollars per 
month, for her support and that of 
.hree children. J.t was stated that 
Urs. O'Conner has some real estate. 
Facts tending to show destitute cir- 
cumstances and the amount of revenue 
support received were taken into 
consideration in granting the pensions 
by the court. 
One woman applied to have pay- 
nents made each week. The court, 
dowever, held that the statutes pro- 
vides for payment each month, and 
this provision will be adhered to in the 
allowance of the amounts.

Is "Good Samaritan" of Europe Reliev 


ing War Neighbor's Sufferina.— 


Receipt Losses Great.

Berne, Switzerland, Nov. 29.—Switz 
erland, surrounded on all ' sides by 
warring nations, obliged herself to 
arm against possible violations of her 
territory, forced into an economic neu 
trallty in which she is scarcely able to 
suit anybody while suffering a great 
deal of-harm herself, finds only one 
role that pleases everyone—that of 
the 
Good Samaritan of Europe," re 
lieving the sufferings her neighbors 
are causing to each other's subjects 
The burden of maintaining communi 
cation between several million prison 
ers of war and their kindred fell upon 
the Red Cross committee of Geneva 
Switzerland also rushed to the front- 
iers loaded with 
refreshments and 
comforts for refugees and mutilated 
soldiers, returning home through her 
neutral territory. What this has cost 
Switaeland in money cannot be reck 
oned. What it has lost commercially 
and financially in other directions it 
is difficult to estimate beyond the mil 
lions that her mobilization has cost 
her. 


The Swiss people are particularly 
sensitive over the 
susnicions 
they 
have been exposed to by reason 01 
their geographical position, the va 
ried character of the population and 
the resulting division of sympathies in 
the conflict. 
There has undoubtedly 
been some contraband, but no more 
than there would have been in any 
other country -where private gain is 
tempted by high paid risks.

London, Nov. 29.—The London Ga- 
zette, the most austere and formal of 
all English newspapers, is this month 
celebrating its 250th birthday. 
The vast majority 
of Londoners 
lave 
never seen the Gazette, and 
many live in ignorance even of the 
existence of such a. newspaper. 
For 
it is the official organ of the British 
;overnment, and its circulation is lim- 
.ted to official circles or to those who 
are willing to pay the fixed price of 
twenty-five cents per copy. 
In the ordinary course of events, 
the Gazette is published everv Tues- 
day and Friday, but when occasion 
arises special supplements are issued 
at eight cents each. 
Since the out- 
jreak of the war several of these sup- 
plements have been issued each .week, 
and there has occasionally been suffi- 
cient demand from relatives of those 
mentioned in the official dispatches to 
demand the reprinting of a particu- 
,ar edition. 
"Gazetted" is an expression 
fre- 
quently used in England to designate 
Jiat some official statement or action 
has received the formal sanction im- 
plied by publication in the govern- 
ment's newspaper. The Gazette is in 


many cases prescribed 
by parlia- 
mentary enacunent as the appropri- 
ate medium for announcements of offi- 
cial acts and appointments. Though 
the man In the street rarely sees the 
Gazette, he frequently reads its an- 
nouncements indirectly, for most of 
its valuable official information is im- 
mediately reproduced in the 
dally 
newspapers. 
The earliest issue of the official 
journal goes back to the reign of 
Charles J, but there is a. little diversity 
of opinion as to the exact date. Some 
authorities give it as 
November 7. 


1665, while others favor November 1-i 
of the same year. 
There are similar publications for 
Scotland and Ireland, published r»- 
spectirely in Edinburgh and Dublin.

need more men teachers for our chil- 
dren; men teachers well enough paid 
to own a small farm, for this would 
not only stabilize the profession but 
also give the teachers an incentive to 
become actively identified with, every 
interest of his community, which is 
imperative." 
Such was the statement of United 
States Education. Commissioner Dr. 
Philander 
P. Claxton, just returned 
from a three months' tour of the west. 
He continued: 
' "In all fairness I must say that the 
west is educationally far ahead of the 
east. There are fewer children there, 
but propbrtionately speaking the west 
does not stint in taxation for educa- 
tional purposes. 
The children there 
have the benefit of every educational 
advantage that money and science can 
produce. 


"For 
example, Oregon leads all 
states of the Union in giving school 
credit for industrial work done in the 
home. Oregon therefore is developing 
thrift and vocation

CAN SUN EXPLODE 


IS THE QUESTION? 


French Savant Explain* Modern The- 


ory of lt« Accumulating Heat. 


M. Camille Flammarion, the French 
astronomer, has revived the Idea of 
a aolar system 
suddenly converted 
into blazing gas.- It is not the idle 
rtream of a popular astronomer, but is 
rounded on some new suppositions 
concerning the life and constitution 
?l 
v^V?1 * A few -Tears a*0 H win 
thought that new suns, or new stars, 
came into existence t>y collision; that 
a dark star, a dead sun, rushed into 
the sphere of attrae;;on of another 
dead or living star, and that the two, 
whirling 
In an 
explosive embrace, 
gave iirth to a spiral nebula, of which 
there are hundreds of thousands in 
the sky. 


Several new stars have been born 
within the last 
generation, notably 
the new star In Perseus in 1901; and 
the collision, theory was applied to 
them. But they do not 
respond. 
There has been nothing about their 
subsequent appearance to justify the 
belief that a collision ever took place. 
Moreover, all the known spiral ne- 
bulae of the slty are far, far raster in 
extent than can be accounted for by 
the conversion of a sun into the thin- 
nest gas. The new idea, has grown up 
that these spiral nebulae are perhaps 
spiral growth; that they 
represent 


• the 
projection outwards of atomic 
particles; in a. word, that they are ce- 
lestial 
explosions 
prolonged 
over 
ages. 
Thp new star in Perseus was sucn 
an explosion. - It was an explosion oi 
which we witnessed the flrat dazzling 
blaze. Tt was a comparatively small 
affair, but the flying atoms, or bits 
of atoms, went flying: out 
from 
the 
centre, visible to our eyes for weeks 
They are flying invisibly still. 
Nobody knows why, or in what cir 


cumstances, such an explosion takes 
place. But any star, »ny sun, may be 
subject to this violent distlntegration 
We can no longer regard our own sun 
as a steady^going 
middle-aged 
orb 
which is settling and- shrinking into 
an old age when it will be lifeless. II 
does rank amid the middle-aged stars 
whoso temperature Is about 6,000 de- 
grees. But is not a constant body. It 
wax and wane. Dr. C. G. Abbott has 
shown that it Is now subject to reg 
ular, if slight, pulsations, as are other 
variable stars, whicn, though of the 
same type, wax and wane much more. 
There Is no explanation of this regu- 
lar 'pulsation of what are called the 
Cepheid variables. But there is no 
reason to suppose that the regularity 
of pulsation will remain unbroken. It 
make be suddenly altered by a violent 
release of accumulated energy—as a 
volcano, which has 
been .breathing 
steadily for years or centuries, sud 
denlyi bursts. In some of the older 
red stars their old age is interrupted 
by these furious outbreaks. 
But the most alarming factor with 
regard to the stability of the sun ie 
the existence in it of radium and o) 
other elements which are disinte- 
grating, and in their 
disintergration 
are .giving out Immeasurable quanti- 
ties of heat. If we grant that in the 
sun there is in amount of radium tiro- 
portionate to that found in the surface 
rocks of the earth, we are bound to 
come to the conclusion reached by the 
other French astronomer, M. Puiseux, 
that the sun Is not growing colder, 
but hotter. Tt is not shrinking; it is 
dilating. We speak of the sun's tern- 
nerature as 6,000 degrees Centigrade. 
But Its interior may have tempera- 
tures « thousand times that. These 
temperatures and actions are accum- 
ulating. There may come a day—and 
there is reason for believing that in 
the solar system's past there was such 
a 
day—when these 
accumulating 
forces will blow the sun apart in & 
spasm of repulsion, carrying the earth 
, 
and tlie other planets away in the ex-

The marvel is that 
from such crude, unprogreeive, and 
unhealthy conditions, can come a peo- 
ple physically potential and unabated 
mentally, said Dr. Wilder. 
"A few simple Ideals including the 
use of boiled water and reverence for 
parents have preserved the nation 
from decadence. 
The sons of the ig- 
norant coolies, who are themselves 
but little removed from beasts of bur- 
den and have but two topics of con- 
versation—food 
and 
money—-these, 
when given an education and placed 
in kindly, awakening environments, 
develop into cultured men of power, 
entering: into the professions 
and 
largest activities, apparently heedless 
of Taws of heredity." 
Dr. Wilder saW that race prejudice 
should be made obsolete in this twen- 
tieth century to go on needlessly of- 
fending the Japanese and disregard- 
ing the aspiration of future reckon- 
ing when China, as Japan, shall have 
wielded her 400,000,000 population in- 
to national unity and consciousness. 
These people have a peculiar re- 
gard for Americans. 
In democracy, 
freedom from affectations, local self- 
government and sons of honor, the 
Chinese resemble us.

Demands from Mexico have added 
not a little to the business in horses 
here. 
At first, agents for the Eu- 
ropean governments were 
secretive 
about 
purchases. Everyone 
knew 
horses .were being bought but few 
persons ever saw the agents. It was 
while the allies' agents were buying 
incognito that the record sale of 7,031 
horses 
in one week was made, in 
November, 1914. 
Now the agents 
buy openly. During the week ending 
November 6, 5,000 horses were sold. 
In the same period two years ago 829 
Jiorses was considered a good number 
to sell per week. From 3,000 to 4.00C 
horsns sold weekly these days, is an 
average.
